AT NEW YORK CITY 


Washington, May 
7 —The senate 
Thursday agreed to an amendment to 
the sundry civil bill revoking the order 
of President Cleveland, made Feb. 22 
last, establishing forest 
reservations 
aggregating 17,000,000 acres. The de­ 
bate brought out much criticism of Mr. 
Cleveland’s order, Senators Pettigrew, 
Wilson, Turner, Rawlins and White 
speaking against it. Mr. Gray (Del.) 
defended the course of Mr. Cleveland, 
pointing out that it was the result of 
an inquiry authorized by congress and 
conducted by the National Academy of 
Science. 
Mr. Allison endeavored to have the 
amendment restricted so as to leave the 
Question of revocation to the president, 
but he was defeated on a yea and nay 
vote, 14 to 32. Mr. Gorman made a 
point of order against the amendment, 
but this being submitted to the senate, 
was defeated, 23 to 25. The amendment 
was then agreed to without division. 
The sundry civil bill was passed late 
In the day. It carries an aggregate of 
$53,000,000. 
During the day Mr. Bacon (Ga.) in­ 
troduced a joint resolution deprecating 
war and announcing the policy of the 
government in favor of arbitration. The 
resolution was referred to the commit­ 
tee on foreign relations. 
Mr. Jones (Ark.), democratic member 
of the finance committee, called atten­ 
tion to the fact that the comparative 
statement as to the tariff bill had not 
yet appeared. 
It was most desirable, 
he said, if the bill was to be taken up 
May 18, that this statement be in hand 
very soon. 
Mr. Allison, republican member of 
the finance committee, said the state­ 
ment would be very comprehensive, 
and would be ready probably next Sat­ 
urday.

TO-MEET BI-WEEKLY. 


Speaker Reed's Policy Again Sustained 
by a Decisive Vote. 
Washington, May 7.—The republic­ 
ans of the house Thursday followed up 
their recent indorsement of 
Speaker 
Reed’s policy of 
postponing the ap­ 
pointment of committees by establish­ 
ing the policy of bi-weekly meetings 
through the adoption of a resolution 
reported by the committee on rules pro­ 
viding that the house shall meet on 
Mondays and Thursdays until further 
action. On this resolution the demo­ 
crats and populists were solidly array­ 
ed against the republicans, and it was 
adopted by a vote of 101 to 83 after a 
partisan debate. 
The opposition, led 
by Mr. Bailey of Texas, was based on 
the ground that the programme would 
prevent consideration of the 
bank­ 
ruptcy 
bill. 
Mr. 
McMillin 
(dem., 
Tenn.) made a short but fiery speech 
against the resolution. 
Mr. Bailey offered a substitute pro­ 
viding for the consideration 
of the 
bankruptcy bill on May 24, which the 
speaker declared out of order. A mo­ 
tion to recommit was lost, 93 to 105, 
the democrats and populists being sol­ 
idly arrayed against the republicans.

Big Cold Storage Warehouse Goes Up 
In Smoke, Causing Heavy Damage 
and Loss of Life—At Midnight the 
Flames Had Made Rapid Progress 
Loss Is Total. 


New York, May 7.—-Fifty or more 
men disabled and one dead was the 
record of the New York fire depart­ 
ment at a fierce fire at 161 to 165 
Chambers street Thursday night. The 
fire was in the large cold storage 
warehouse of the Merchants’ Refriger­ 
ating company, and it was the fumes 
of ammonia and the heaviest of smoke 
that struck down fireman almost by 
the dozen. The call for ambulances 
was as rapid as the call for engines. 
A score of doctors and nurses were 
summoned to do duty in saving the 
lives of the men risked so bravely. 
The dead fireman is John Rhein- 
hardt of engine company 7. 
Those 
overcome, some of whom are in a 
serious condition, include members of 
a dozen companies that were 'called 
out as reserves when Chief Bonner 
found he was losing his men on every 
hand. 
The fire was an unusual one, 
and is estimated to have done dam­ 
age to the extent of at least $500,000. 
The interior of the cold-storage 
warehouse was almost completely de­ 
stroyed. The first floor of the build­ 
ing, in the basement of which the fire 
started, was occupied by Robert Gair 
as a paper warehouse. 
The flames 
spread up through the building rapid­ 
ly. 
The windows of the upper floors, 
used for cold storage, were boarded 
up and greatly hampered the firemen 
in their work. At l l o’clock two floors 
fell with a crash. At midnight the 
flames broke through the roof of 163 
Chambers street, and at a late hour 
were still consuming 
the 
building: 
lines of hose had been run up through 
the adjoining buildings and water was 
pouring upon the flames. It is said 
that there were 150,000 cases of eggs, 
containing thirty dozen each, valued 
at about $3 a case, in the cold-storage 
warehouse. These will be a total loss.

Washington, May 7.—W. J. Calhoun 
of Illinois, who has been selected, by

Passed the Merriman BUI. 
Lansing, Mich., May 7.—Gov. Pingree 
sent to the legislature Thursday a spe­ 
cial message calling attention to the 
fact that none of the recommendations 
contained in his inaugural address rel­ 
ative to the taxation of railroads had 
been acted upon, and urging that the 
present speciflc-tax system 
be abol­ 
ished and the companies made to pay 
taxes locally. Notwithstanding the rec­ 
ommendation the senate promptly and 
without a dissenting vote passed the 
Merriam bill raising the specific-tax 
rate so as to increase the aggregate of 
taxes paid by railroads about $190,000 
annually. 


Want Americans In Hawaii. 
San Francisco, Cal., May 7.—The 
steamer Alameda, from Honolulu, April 
29, brings the news that the Hawaiian 
cabinet has decided, after many con­ 
ferences on the labor question, that 
Asiatic laborers must be sooner or la­ 
ter replaced by Americans, and that the 
sooner such work was commenced the 
better it would be for the islands. The 
government decided it necessary to 
open a labor bureau under government 
auspices, planters defraying the ex­ 
penses, as no public funds are available 
for the purpose.

It reduces prices paid to 
the printer about 18 per cent and to 
the binder about 13 per cent. The sen­ 
ate passed an executive bill wrhich re­ 
duces the cost of maintaining the state 
house offices from $70,917 to $49,740, 
making a net saving of $21,177, or 30 
per cent.

These points were settled in the 
municipal court this morning.
